t. The Defend™ l .JOSEPH RUH'EN HI LI. resided lit Cheyenne, Wyoming, m\d 
engaged in business ^osutattkm Ihrouyh the Creative Consulting Group, or "CCO \ 

2. The Defendant MITCHELL PAUL MODELKSKf resided in Seattle 
Washington, and. usin« the »anie Paul Andrew Mitchell, called himself a ''Private Attorney 
GcneraP with the "Supreme Lau Firm. 1 ' MODELESKI operated the "Supreme Law Firm" out 
of it rented one-bedruom apartment in Seattle, Washington, and ho claimed 'be Pi rn's specials 
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was in constitutional law and had a mission to "dismantle the IRS. : ' MODELESKI is not 
licensed to practice law. 

3. The Internal Revenue Service Criminal investigation Division had an ongoing 
investi gaiion regarding HILL's involvement in a scheme of establishing for CCG clients 
multiple trusts to help those clients evade federal individual income taxes. 

4. As part of that investigation! CCG clients were subpoenaed to produce records, 
documents and other materials to a grand jury impanelled In the United States District Court for 
the Dl strict of Wyoming, 

5. HILL and MODELESK1 worked together to impede die grand jury investigation 
by encouraging CCG clients not to comply with the grand jury subpoenas and orchestrated an 
effort to inundate the district court with frivolous demands for evidences of authority and notices 
that failure to respond had established the absence of any authority of the grand jury, 

6. Paragraphs 1 through 5 are re-alleged ar.d incorporated in Counts One through 
Nine below.

• not travel outside the State of Wyoming d uring the pendency of this ease. Defendant 
shall make alternative arrangements to have his personal belongings picked up in 
Cniorado Springs, Colorado. 

• maintain or actively seek employment of at least 35 hours per week. He shall 
provide documentation of his employment to his US Probation Officer. 

• abide by the following restrictions on his persona! associations, nlace of abode, or 
travel; shall not travel outside the State of Wyoming. 

• refrain from possessing a firearm, destructive! device, or other dangerous weapons. 

• surrender any passport to: Clerk of the US District Court for the District of 
Wyoming, and he shall not attempt fo obtain another passport while this case is 
pending.
